Minister Ch am berlain in an u n ­ 
precedented statem en t in th e 
h ou se of commons today a n ­ 
nou nced th a t all British men in 
th eir tw en ty-first year wou ld be­ 
come liable to six m on th s of 
m ilitary train in g. 
Th ese men wh o were born du r­ 
ing or immediately after th e 
World war will be compelled, 
Ch am berlain said, to serve for 
six m on th s in regu lar arm y u n its 
an d th en will be given th e ch oice 
of joining th e territorial arm y 
or th e arm y reserve. 
According to th e last censu A 
th ere were 7 67 ,131 m en of th ose 
ages in England, Scotland an d 
Wales, bu t it was n ot believed 
th a t more th an h alf of th em 
wou ld be available. 
Th e 
an n ou ncem ent
